wno have vacant lots or lands the law 
relative to allowing weeds to grow up- 
on the sacue adjoining the road A a vs 
is here given m full: 


"The 
superintendent of anv im 
proved or macadamized road, super 
visor of county and township roads or 


j =>treetcorainissioner of anv city or vil- 
lage, shall between the 1st and 20lh 
days 
of 
June. 
and 
between 


the 1st and 20ih davs of August and il 
necessary between the 1st and :Wtb 
nays of September of each year, cut 
and burn or destroy, or cause the same 
j<> be done, all brush, briars, burrs. 
Kussian and Canada or common this- 
tle, or otl-er coxious weeds growing or 
being within the limits of anv county 
or township road, improved or macad- 
amized road, street, or allev within his 
jurisdiction; such superintendent or 
supervisor snail be allowed not to ex- 
ceed Si 50 per day, for all necessary 
Uoor done in the performance of saic 
work, to be allowed bv the trustees ol 
the township out of the mad fund, or 
general fund, bu t a street commission- 
er shall be allowed and paid for anv 
such service performed by him, bv the 
proper municipal authorities. 
"The supervisors or superintendent 
of any roads shall allow any land own- 
er or tenant to cut and destrov anv 
such brush, briar, burrs, thistle or 
noxious weeds, growing or being on 
such roads along the lands abutting 
on such roads owned or occupied bv 
such land owner or tenant, but before 
the said work is performed shall fix 
a reasonable compensation therefor, 
which shall be credited on the road 


such land owner or tenantshall do said 
work or cause the same to be done be- 
fore the first day of the month in 
which said work is reouired to be done 
as specified in this section."

STiLL THE CRY OF PAY, 


Britain Needs a Flexible Loan System 


and More Battleship*. 


London, July 6.—The Statist, frank- 


ly discussing the probability of a fresh 
war loan, urges. In vieTr of its appar- 
ent inevitability, that parliament be- 
fore adjournment should confer upon 
the treasury loan powers for use dur- 
ing the recess. It points ont that the 
last consols loan, after meeting the 
deficit and carrying on active war to 
July 31. •will leave an estimated sur- 
plus of £16.000.000 to meet the ftx- 
pense of maintaining the present 
large force In South Africa, but a con- 
tinuation of hostilities beyond July 31, 
at the present rate of £1.500,000 a 
week, would wipe out the entire sur- 
plus before Oct. 15. 


During Friday's session in house of 


commons Arnold Foster, the secretary 
of the admiralty, announced that the 
year's shipbuilding program included 
three battleships of a new Improved 
class, six cruisers of the ilonmouth 
class and 10 improved torpedo boat 
destroyers. The battleships will be 
named the King Edward, the Domin- 
ion and the Commonwealth, to com- 
memorate the great support rendered 
to king and country by the two great 
branches of the kindred race. 


Investigation Begun. 


Chicago, July 6.—Investigation into 


the causes which led former officers 
of the supreme lodge of the endow- 
ment rank of the Knights ol Pythias 
to make certain alleged injudicious 
investment was begun here. Seven 
officers of the society, comprising the 
board of control, went into secret ses- 
sion and heard evidence dealing with 
the investments. What the evidence 
was and what the result of the inves- 
tigation now being made will be un- 
known probably until July 10, when 
the board of control will make a re- 
port to the supreme lodse.

Chief of 
Police Knight called the entire police 
force to the rescue, but it includes 
only 30 men and was unable to cope 
with the mob. Several of the male 
Dowieites were knocked down and 
both women and men were liberally 
bespattered with eggs and mud. The

finally 
abandoned their 


meeting and fled from the town. 


To Fight the Standard. 


Houston. Tex.. July 6.—Charters 


were filed at Austin for the Houston 
Oil company with a capitalization of 
$30,000.000 and the Kirby Lumber 
company, capitalized at $10,000,000. 
The first named has been organized to 
handle oil produced in the Texas field 
and is primarily intended as a com- 
petitor of the Standard Oil company, 
first in Texas - and afterward in the 
domestic and eiport trade. The com- 
pany will take over the holdings of 
John EL Kirby in the oil belt of east 
Texas, embracing more than 1.000,000 
acres, heavily timbered with long-leaf 
yellow pine. The company has sold to 
the Kirby Lumber company 8.000,000,- 
000 feet o£ timber. The timber com- 
pany has acquired ownership of sev- 
eral big companies located in east 
Texas and has options on a number 
of others. The directorates of the 
companies are separate and embrace 
eastern and Texas capitalists.

In manu- 
facturing there were 1,265 defaults 
with 521,691.048 liabilities, while 4.189 
traders failed for S24.S64.207. The im- 
provement over the preceding year 
was most shrinking in brokerage and 
banking insolvencies, which were 59,- 
206.435 and $15,839,554 respectively, 
against 522.124.346 and 525,822.682 last 
year. This is the more noteworthy
